I'UDERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  110  Deaths  wore  notified  as  direetly  attiabutabie 
to  'I'uberculosis.  Pulmonary  'ruberculosis  (Phthisis,  consumption  of 
the  lungs)  was  the  cause  of  95  deaths.  The  15  remaining  dciilhs  were 
due  to  other  forms  of  tuhcrculosis.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


UOSFIT.ALS. 

Thero  are  two  HosiMlals  in  llie  Cuuiily,  both  under  the  luunaKe- 
iiieiit  of  the  King  Edward  Vll.  VVelsli  National  Memorial  Association. 


SE.\LYHAM.  Opened  in  Marcli,  1923. 

This  Hospital,  wliich  provides  beds  for  15  Males  anrl  15  1-emales, 
and  2 Cots,  is  situated  in  pleasant  rural  surroundings  near  Wolfs- 
castle. 

There  is  a Staff  of  One  Matron  and  St'ven  Nurses.  The  Medical 
Supervision  is  provided  by  the  County  Uhysician  of  the  King  Edward 
VH.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association.  The  typo  of  cases  treated 
is,  generally  speaking,  the  more  advanced  cases  of  Pulmonary 
'J'uberculosis.  Patients  are  admitted  from  all  parts  of  South  Wtiles. 
Miiny  of  the  admissions  are  advanced  wlien  adrnilled.  One  of  the 
ol.-jccts  of  the  Hospital  is  lo  care  for  and  alleviate  suffering  wliile 
tlie  Patient  is  prevented  by  his  absence  from  home  from  infecting 
his  children  and  relatives. 

Tliere  have,  during  the  year,  and  since  tlie  Hospital  was  opened, 
been  many  Patients  so  improved  by  ;i  period  of  tretitmenl  that  they 
have  been  enabled  lo  resume  their  employment.  Some  few  case*i 
also  have  been  transfeiied  to  Saiialoria  belonging  lo  the  .Associa- 
tion, where  they  have  undergone  prolonged  trealmeni  tind  have 
cveiitually  returned  cured  to  'dvil  life. 


KENSINGTON  HOSPITAL,  ST.  HRIOES. 

Tins  Hospital,  wliich  was  opened  on  the  I2lh  .hine,  1923,  ts 
sclcly  for  the  treatment  of  surgicjil  tuberculosis  iu  children,  and  luis 
JOl)  beds.  The  age  limit  is  12  years  for  boys,  and  14  yetirs  for  girls. 
Surgical  cases  of  every  type  are  treated  b.v  a most  efficient  stiiff. 
There  are  two  Surgeons  in  residence  and  23  Nurses. 

The  Hospital  possesses  an  .Ambulance,  and  transport  facilities 
are  offered  for  parents  visiting  their  children. 

There  are  three  resident  Teachers. 


OTHER  HOSPITALS. 

MATERNITY. 

Three  Hospitals  in  the  County  provide  facilities  for  Maternity 
work.  The  County  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest,  is  pre- 
pared to  admit  urgent  surgical  maternity  cases,  and  deals  also  with 
puerperal  cases  when  required. 

The  David  Pettit  Nursing  Home,  Milford  Haven,  has  three 
maternity  beds,  and  during  the  year  has  admitted  two  difficult 
maternity  cases  requiring  special  attention.

Many 
children  suffering  fi'oiii  iiihnents  and  tlefects  recognised  at  the  liilani 
Welfare  Clinic  have  Ijeen  referred  to  the  County  Hospital,  to  tlie 
Milford  and  Pembroke  Dock  Homes,  and  have  been  admitted  anil 
treated.  Cltildren  requiring  special  prolcnged  orthopaedic  Irealnieni 
are  sent  to  Cardiff,  London,  or  Oswestry 


r-EVER 

On  the  application  of  the  l‘enil)i'okeslute  County  Council,  tind 
after  due  enquiry,  the  County  Council  were  granted  an  Order  under 
the  Public  Heahii  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Diseases)  .\ct,  1913, 
making  them  the  Autliority  to  deal  witli  Infectious  Diseases  through- 
out the  County.  Under  this  authority  tiie  County  Council  have 
leased  from  the  .Mlmiraity  the  Infectious  Disease  Pdock  of  the  .\dmir- 
alty  Hospital,  Pembroke  ‘'Dock.  Tliis  Hospital  contains  accommoda- 
tion for  some  20  Patients,  and  is  so  arranged  that  several  differeid 
Infectious  Diseases  can  be  treated  at  the  same  time.  The  Hospital 
is  quite  modern  tind  is  equipped  with  ample  bath  and  lavatory 
accommodation.  There  is  a powerful  steam  disinfector,  and  a Motoi’ 
.Vmbulance  whicli  is  kept  on  the  premises  is  available  at  any  moment. 
The  resident  Staff  consists  of  a .Male  and  a Female  Nurse  and  a 
Probationer.  The  Hospital  is  always  open  for  reception  of  Patients 
Medic.il  supervision  is  curried  out  by  Dr.  h.  Stiunders,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Pembroke  Dock. 


EGLWYSWRW. 

This  Hospital,  situate  in  the  Nortii  of  tlie  County,  was  pur- 
chased from  the  St.  Dogmaels  Rural  District  Council.  There  is 
acconimodation  for  about  k Patients.  The  Hospital  is  well  equipped 
and  in  good  condition.  'I'here  are  quarters  for  a Nursing  Staff  of  ... 
In  addition  to  the  main  Hospital  there  is  a large  Hut.  Ihe  preseid 
intention  is  to  convert  this  Hut  iido  ti  house  for  a resident  Caretaker. 

The  Hospital  is  thus  iivailablc  at  all  times  and  wiil  be  utilised 
for  treatment  of  Patients  in  the  North  of  the  County  when  it  is 
undesirable  to  move  them  so  far  as  Pembroke  Dock  or  Avhen  that 
Hospital  is  full. 


SM.M.L  POX. 

Eglwyswrw  Hospital  in  its  situation  and  surroundings  accords 
with  the  provisions  of  a I.ocal  Government  Board  circnlar  deiding 
with  the  site  of  Small  Pox  Hospitals,  and  could  readily  be  used  for 
this  purpose,  if  occasion  required.

Until  recently  at  several  of  the  above  Centres  medical  .suner- 
\i..)on  was  provided  by  General  I’ractltioners.  .At  tbe  beuinninif  of 
this  year  It  was  thought  advisable  to  alter  this,  and  arrangememts 
vere  made  whereby  all  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  is 
supervised  by  the  County  Medical  Staff  with  the  e.vception  of  Pein 
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The  Centres  arc  well  attended,  and  much  good  Ikas  resulted 
fiom  the  attendances  to  both  Parents  and  Infants.  Expectant 
.Mothers  have  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  advice  and  help.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  appointment  of  a Lady  Medical  officer  will  make 
an  appreciable  oifferenco  in  the  number  of  Expectant  Mothers 
attending. 

PROVISION  OF  FREE  MILK. 

At  most  Centres  dried  milk  is  stocked  and  sold  to  poorer 
Mothers  at  cost  price  Dried  Miik  is  particularly  useful  in  areas 
wliere  fresh  cow’s  milk  is  ditfleult  to  obtain.  It  is  a fact  that  in 
an  agricultural  County  like  Pembrokeshire  cow’s  milk  is  often 
unobtainable  in  the  more  isolated  parts. 

Free  milk  is  granted  to  necessitous  Mothers  cam!  children  under 
school  age  after  close  examination  of  the  income  of  the  .\pplicants. 
Tlic  administration  of  this  provision  is  made  through  local  Commit- 
tees at  the  various  Welfare  Centres,  but  wliero  no  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  exists  the  District  NMirse  or  Healtli  Visitor  is  instructed  that 
applications  may  be  ntiide  direct  to  Head  Ofllcc. 


Tl  BERCL'LOSIS. 

Tlie  Tuberculosis  Physician  for  tlie  County  is  resident  at  Haver- 
foi’dwest,  Jind  has  iiis  offices  in  tlie  same  building  and  shares  tlie 
lal'oratory  of  the  County  Medical  Uftlcer.

I.LANFYRXACH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  Rowland  .Io.nes  — I find  the  Housing  of  the  people  much  improved. 
Not  only  are  the  new  Houses  much  improved  on  the  old  ones, 
but  the  houses  have  an  air  of  comfort  in  them,  and  I am  glad 
to  find  that  my  preacliing  of  pienty  of  ventilation  has  not 
been  thrown  away. 

ST.  DOGMAELS  RUR.\L  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  David  Havard.— The  general  housing  conditions  are  very  much 
the  same  as  they  were  when  I made  my  la.st  survey  report. 
I then  anticipated  the  building  of  a large  number  of  work- 
ing cla.ss  cottages  under  the  Council’s  Housing  Scheme.  Un- 
fortunately, owing  to  the  difficulties  experienced  in  connec- 
tion with  the  working  of  the  said  scheme,  not  a single  house 
was  erected,  though  a number  of  sites  were  selected  and  the 
land  purchased.  The  only  measures  since  taken  by  the 
Council  to  meet  the  neetl  of  the  area  in  the  matter  of  housing 
has  been  the  adoption  of  schemes  for  assisting  private  enter- 
prise under  the  Housing,  etc..  Act,  1923,  and  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1924. 
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A few  Ciisos  of  overcrowdiiip  have  been  brought  to  liglit,  but 
the  Council  Ls  powerless  to  deal  with  same  owing  to  the  lack 
of  housiiig  aecorumodatioii.  A large  proportion  of  the 
labourers’  cottages  situated  in  tlie  District  are  still  more  or 
less  unfit.  As  a lule  they  are  damp,  badly  lighted,  and  with- 
out means  of  through  ventilation. 

H.WERFORDWEST  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dn.  C.  -V.  BniGSTOCKE. — About  26  Houses  were  built  during  the  year. 
The  Housing  conditions  generally  have  improved.  There  is 
overcrowding  in  North  Cate  ami  Prendergast,  and  to  meet 
the  house  shortage  it  is  contemplated  using  the  Prison. 


HAVERFORDWEST  RURAL  DISTRICT  COLNCll- 

Dr.  .].  Ho\v.mu»  (.)we.n. — There  continues  to  be  a great  shortage  of 
sanitary  dwellings.  Five  New  Houses  have  been  built  by  the 
Council  in  the  South  District,  and  a few  by  private  enter- 
prise. The  number  of  houses  which  were  approved  of  for 
the  subsidy  of  £75  amounted  to  four.  Many  of  the  older 
hotises  should  be  removed.  Plans  for  the  erection  of  12  new 
houses  were  approved  of  by  the  Council  in  the  North  District. 
Overcrowding  is  not  a serious  factor  in  either  District. 


MILFORD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  H.  O William.s. — Taken  as  a whole  the  Houses  are  well  built, 
and  are  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  There  are,  however, 
several  Houses  in  the  Town  unfit  for  human  liabitation. 
These  are  allowed  to  he  occupied  because  of  the  great  deartli 
of  houses,  and  because  in  many  instances  the  occupants  are 
unable  to  pay  an  economic  rent. 

Tlte  extent  of  the  shortage  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there 
are  200  applicant'j  for  new  houses. 

ft  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  28  houses  were  built  during  the 
year  under  the  Subsidy  Scheme,  the  terms  of  whicli  are  so 
favourable  as  to  be  within  the  means  of  most  fishermen  in 
the  Port. 

Out  of  the  76  Houses  built  under  the  Housing  .Vet,  1919,  a 
large  proportion  are  occupied  by  people  wlio  are  able  to 
build  their  own  houses.  This  .Act  was  passed  to  help  those 
who  cannot  help  themselves,  a.nd  there  should  be  a wage 
limit  to  the  occupants  of  Municipal  Houses,  otherwise  Slum 
dwellings  will  continue  to  be  occupied,  and  overcrowding 
amongst  the  poorer  populalion  will  remain  unabated.

Dr.  VV.  H.  StJTcr.iFFE  — No  new  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 
There  is  a shortage  of  houses,  but  little,  if  any  overcrowding. 
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PEMBROKE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIU. 

Dn.  E.  A.  Saunders  (jujNR.). — The  unfortunate  closure  of  the  Dock- 
yard and  consequent  removal  of  many  families  has  solved 
the  problem  of  Housing  the  people  in  this  District. 

PEMBROKE  RUR-M.  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  W.  R.  E.  Wiu.iams. — The  general  condition  of  Housing  is  good. 

There  is  no  shortage  or  excess  of  houses.  New  houses  are 
being  erected  in  some  Parishes. 

There  are  no  cases  of  overcrowding. 

TENBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  Ernest  Knowling. — There  is  a shortage  of  houses,  but  private 
enterprise  is  gradually  endeavouring  to  cope  with  the  problem. 

Overcrowding  exnsts,  but  is  not  acute.  The  shortage  is  in 
working  class  dwellings. 

NARBERTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  W.  V.  Morgan. — It  may  be  said  that  a quiet  demand  for  houses 
continues  to  exist,  but  it  is  by  no  means  pressing.  At  the 
present  time  there  care  two  vacant  dwelling  houses,  for  one 
of  which  no  applications  have  been  forthcoming.  Two 
Houses  in  the  principal  street  in  the  Town  are  vacant,  con- 
demned by  the  Local  Authorities  ; but  the  owner  apparently 
appears  tO‘  be  reluctant  to  put  up  the  necessary  money  for 
their  re-construction.  The  general  standard  of  the  housing 
throughout  m.ay  be  described  as  “ fair.”  Naturally  the  older 
houses,  thougli  solidly  built,  are  small  with  somewhat  low 
ceilings  and  small  rooms  ; but  even  here,  when  put  up  for 
sale,  are  generally  bought  by  the  occupiers,  and  numerous 
small  defects  remedied  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  occu- 
piers. and  general  appearance  of  the  houses.  The  chief 
defects  met  with  are  dampness,  unpaved  yards,  and  some- 
what small  windows. 

The  question  of  overcrowding  is  not  evident  to  any  appreci- 
able extent,  and  the  same  would  ease  immediately  if  and 
when  trade  in  industrial  centres  shows  any  marked  improve-
